manager of the Knight Sugar Co. at

which established the 


B. C. sugar refinery located at Van- 
couver, fs trying to put the sugar 


factory at »« Raymond, Alberta, 
out of ‘business by slaughtering 
prices. The Canadian refineries, it is 
said, have divided the Canadian ter- 
ritory between them, and the Ray- 
mond factory is located in the B. 
Cc. preserve. The Vancouver refin- 
eries resent this; and in order that 
the Raymond business may be made 
unprofitable, @hey are selling sugar 
fheaper In Lethbridge than in Van- 
couver. Mr. Ellison’s statement was 
as follows: 

The Knight Sugar Co. was organ- 
ized in 1902; capital $1,000,000; cost 
of factory and works incidental 
thereto, $50,000. The balance is in- 
vested. in cattle and land. fvery 
dollar of the capital has been paid 
up fm cash and invested in the prop- 
erty. 

In 1903 the factory produced 800,- 
000 lbs. Granulated sugar. 

In 1904 the factory produced 3,108,- 
000 Ibs. granulated sugar. 

Im 1905 the factory produced 4,600,-

000 Ibs. granulated sugar. 
In the season just closed, 1905, the 
farmers in cash 


company paid the 
in the neighborhood of $100,000 for 


beets, and distributed in ail about 
$175,000 of which $12,000 was to In-
